O R D E R  

On March 25, 1994, Lexington MEA Limited Partnership 

("Lexington MEA Partnership") filed an application seeking a 

Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity to construct and 

operate a cellular radio telecommunications antenna tower in the 

Lexington Metropolitan Statistical Area ("Lexington MEA"). The 

proposed cell site consists of a self-supporting antenna tower not 

to exceed 253 feet in height, with attached antennas, to be located 

at 1260 East Main Street, Georgetown, Scott County, Kentucky. The 

coordinates for the proposed cell site are North Latitude 38O 12' 

08.82" by West Longitude 8 4 O  31' 45.11". 

Lexington MEA Partnership ha6 provided information regarding 

the structure of the tower, safety measures, and antenna design 

criteria for the proposed cell site. Baaed upon the application, 

the design of the tower and foundation appears to meet the criteria 

of the Building Officials and Code Administrators International, 



Inc. National Building Code, with reference to earthquakes, winds, 

and tornadoes. 

Pursuant to KRE 100.324(1), the proposed cell site’s 

construction ie exempt from local soning ordinances. However, 

Lexington MEA Partnership has notified the Qaorgetown/Scott County 

Planning Commission of the proposed construction. Lexington MEA 

has filed applications with the Federal Aviation Administration 

( aaFAAal) and the Kentucky Airport Zoning Commission (“KAZC”) seeking 

approval for the construction and operation of the proposed cell 

site. The FAA application has been approved while the KAZC 

application ie pending. 

Lexington MEA Partnership has filed notices verifying that 

each property owner and resident within 500 feet of the propoeed 

cell site has been notified of the pending construction. The 

notice solicited any comments and informed the property owners and 

residents of their right to intervene. The Commission received two 

objections to the proposed construction from Bobby Q. Vance and 

Miriam J. Turner. Subsequent to Lexington MEA Partnershipls 

response to their objections, both Mr. Vance and Ms. Turner 

( 881ntervenorstt) requested full intervention and a public hearing in 
this matter. Both requests were granted and a public hearing was 

scheduled. Following diacuesions with Lexington MEA Partnership 

representatives, the Intervenors etated they no longer objected to 

the proposed construction, withdrew from the proceeding, and 

requested that the scheduled hearing be canceled. With good cauae 

having been shown, the Commission canceled the hearing. 
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Purouant to KR8 178.180, the Commission is required to 
detornino proper practices to be observed when it finde, upori 

oomplaint or on ito own motion, that the facilitiee of any utility 

aubjaet to ita jUri8diCtiOn are unreasonable, unsafe, improper, or 

in8ufficiant. To aioist the Conmianion in its effortn to comply 

with thi8 mandata, Lexington MEA Partnership should notify the 

Commi88ion i f  it dose not une this antenna towor to provide 

collular radio telecommunications services in the manner set out in 

its applicrtion and this Order. upon receipt of such notice, the 

Commirsion may, on its own motion, inetitute proceedings to 
coniidor tha propar practioes, including removal of the unueed 

antenna towor, which should be observed by Lexington MEA 

Part nor E h i pa 

Tho Commis8ion, having considered the evidence of record and 

baing otherwise iUCLiciently advised, finds that Lexington MEA 

Partnership should bo grantcd a Certificate of Public Convenience 

and NOCa88ity to construct and operate thn proposed cell site in 

tho Lexington MEA undor its aurrently approved tariff. 

IT 18 THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1. Lexington MEA Partnership be and it hereby is granted a 

Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity to construct and 

operata a salf-rupporting antenna tower not to exceed 253 feet in 

height, with attaohed antennas, to be located at 1260 East Main 

Btreot, Qoorpotown, 8cott County, Kentuoky. The coordinates for 

tha proposed cell mite aro North Latitude 3 8 O  12' 08.82t1 by weet 

Longitude 84"  31' 4 S . 1 1 1 t .

2 .  Lexington MBA Partnership shall file a copy of the final 

decision regarding ita pending KAZC application for the propoeed 

construction within 10 days of receiving this decieion. 

3. Loxington MBA Partnership ahall immediately notify the 

Commission in writing, i f ,  after the antenna tower is built and 
utility serviae is commanoed, the tower is not ueed for a period of 

3 month8 in the manner authorinad by thie Order.
